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The new subspecies of Eucalyptus conspicuo described 
in the above paper was given as subsp. dispara. It 
has been pointed out to us that the latin adjective 
'dispar' (different) does not alter form with gender of 
the noun. Therefore, the correct epithet for the new 
subspecies should be: 

Eucalyptus co nspicua subsp. dispar Rule & N.G.Walsh 

Eucalyptus co nspicua subsp. dispara is an 
orthographic error to be corrected in accordance with 
Article 60.1 of the International Code of Nomenclature 
for algae, fungi, and plants (McNeill et al. 2012). 
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
